donations had reversed on ori- 
ginal deficit. This profit was 
added to the surplus fund which 
now stands at $26,078. 
It is ' from this surplus that 
■< comes any expenditure over that^ 
foreseen by the annual budget. 

Until the 1954-'55 university 
year, Students' Society revenue 
exceeded expenditure. Since 
then, however, the trend has 
necessitated budgeting for a de- 
ficit. , 

LONG RANGE PLAN 
Finance director Donald Fer- 
rier stated that the theme of 
this year's budget should be to- 
deci'ease the gap between ex- 
penditure and revenue. He felt 
that this was not a case of "cutt- 
ing for futting's sake", but one 
of conforming to a long range 
plan. ' -, '

'Roy Heenan disclosed to Council 
that starting about November 15, 
Saik polio vaccine would be 
available, free, to McGill stu- 
dents, vaccination would ba 
ddjne at McGill.

Tha engineering Faculty suf- 
fered a decline of 229 students, 
reversing the trend of at least 
five years. Its counterparts at 1o- 
ro'nto and Queen's both report in- 
crea^sed enrolment. 

Royal Victoria. College has 
empty rooms for the first time la 
many years. 

These facts emerged in a- rfr>. 
port issued by the Principal's of- 
fice yesterday afternoon in which 
enrolment figures for thisVyear 
and last were compared as of thai 
same date, October 15. 

Three princijlal .reasons for 
this decline have been suggested, 

(a) that the increase in fees 
forced many students to discon- 
tinue their university càreers, 

(b) that the standards," although 
not altered, are being more strict- 
ly enforced, and (c) that the pa.st 
summer's lack of employment 
ruled out many students who de- 
pend upon this source of income 
to pay their university, expenses. 

MORE AID NEXT YEAR 
Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal 
and Vice-chancellor, assured the 
DAILY that the university wa.s 
"acutelS' conscious of the diffi- 
culties.v.of;ilhe bright student of 
poor financial means". He stated 
that the Senate and the Board of 
Governors "are at present explor- 
ing possibilities of greater assist- 
ance in time for the next ses- 
sion", and emphasized that J.W. 
.McConnell's aid for science and 
engineering students would be of 
help next year. 

Df. James estimated that Iho 
fees increase, alihoush augment- 
ing the university's revenue by 
approximately $600,000, will still 
not meet this year's anticipated 
deficit. 

Profcs.sor G. W. Joly, Assistant 
Dean of Engineering, expressed 
his conviction that the effect of 
the above-suggested causes, had 
been greatly over-exaggerated. .

He felt that the opening of an 
engineering school at Sir George 
Williams College, offering an en- 
gineering background at *'about 
half the price", providëd the bas- 
ic explanation. 

Tht raise in fees combined 
with the scarcity of well-paid 
summer employment, although a 
cause of distress to many stu- 
dents, had not been a very ' se- 
rious factor in the decrease in en- 
rolment He-* maintained that any 
student who boasted an average 
over 60% and needed financial 
aid had received the same from 
the university in some form or 
other. -, >. -:v " 

He did not deny these factors 
had had an effect, but stated that 
what reaction there was had been 
anticipated. He pointed out that 
the increase had achieved the 
desired goal, i.c. to augment the 
total income of the university. 
Last year 1800 engineering stu- 
dents contributed $551 each for 
a total figure of $990,000. This 
year the amount will total over 
$1,120,000 — . although there are 
only about IGOO students. 

Professor Joly pointed out 
that the principle cutback had 
occurred in first and second 



yearis. He attributed this to the 
recession, explaining that parents 
who were not -fully confident of 
^heir son's ability to successfully 
work straight . through . for a 
dégree had decided not to send 
him to univérslty;^- 

Professor Joly feels that the 
fee increase will not cause Mc- 
Gill any harmful effects in the 
long run. He considers the pre- 
sent situation to be the pbvibus 
result of two-stage fee boost- of 
$250 over a period of 18 months. 

The shock will soon wear off, 
he insists, and enroln^ent should 
climb steadily beginning again 
next year when the first waves of 
the wartime birth-rate bulge 
reach the ^university level. 

OTHER FACULTIES 

«The early enrolment figures 
indicate that most other faculties 
have at least as many students as 
last year, Arts and Science in- 
creasing their number by 110. 

The Fiaculty of Graduate Stu- 
dies and Research is unable to 
estimate its numbers at this time 
since its enrolment does not end 
until later in November. The to- 
tal number of students pursuing 
higher studies last year was" 745, 
and it is not anticipated that 
there will be any great decline.

Heenan also announced that a 
very generous anonymous dona- 
tion had been received by the 
Students' Society. It Is to the 
value of $5,000 and will be used 
for "general purposes". 

Total expenditure of the Stu- 
dents' Society is expected .to 
reach $54,573. Revenue will be 
in the vicinity of $49,700. 

DEBATING UNION 

Discussion on this budget last- 
ed over an hour. Ferrier suggest- 
ed that some cuts would have 
to be, applied to tlie. $3,690 rc- 
'questcd. Last year the Debating 
Union received $3,000. 

Much of the^mohey is earmark- 
ed for tournaments. . 

Debate on the point was in- 
tcnse.,^:Arts and . Science repre- 
sentative and President of the 
Debating Union Morris Fish 
stated that any cutting of tourn- 
aments \yould be "irresponsible". 
His contention was that clubs 
should not suffer at the hands 
of "cutting for the sake of 
cutting." 

General feeling of Council was 
that although the Debating Union 
programme was commendable, 
nevertheless this was not the 
year for expansion. 

The approved figure was $3,003. 
This was arrived at by deleting 
one tournament and a number of 
smaller items from the budget 
as submitted. 

The McGill DAILY foresees a 
deficit of $4,780. This will be 
covered by the SEC. Last year's 
loss was above predicted by the 
budget, but present Editor Gord- 
on Was'serman' feels certain exp- 
enses this- year will not run so 
high. 

He attributes this optimism to 
the fact that a new printer has 
been engaged. 

McGILL UNION 

Union President Nick Asima- 
kopulos stated 'that ' hh budget 
requested $8,820 from the SEC. 

It seemed at flrslv that this 
iigure would bè chopped consi- 



derably by reducing what some 
Council members thought to be 
too liigh a 'repairs* figure. Se- 
cretary-Treasurer Wilfred Hast- 
ings objected to this reduction 
on the grounds that the Union 
should hot be run "on the cheap", 
and that this year's* Union Com- 
mittee is extremely competent 
and should be supported in its 
programme. 

The Council eventually reduced 
the sum -by less than $1,000. 

The need for repairs to the 
Union was dramatically illus- 
trated when two council mem- 
bers were unable to open the 
Board Room windows. 

Union money goes for (he 
building itself, the secretarial 
staff, committees and a number 
of other interôsts. 

Office and administrative ex- 
penses cover most of the SEC 
budget. $23,823 was requested 
this year as compared to $24,711 
last year. 

The amount was granted. 

Costs for the McGill annual 
are down. This is due to the 
fact that a printer in Kansas City 
can offer low printing costs. 

The CUS was not granted mo- 
ney. This is consistent with- the 
policy of former years. It was 
felt that revenue from member- 
ship fees could be. increased to 
tal<e care of all expenditures. 
Cnmmercemen pay only $1 to the 
CUS. 

The ASUS budget was ap- 
proved, although some members 
l^uggestcd a more careful mana- 
gement of expenses. 

Law and Dentistry received 
somewhat less than what they 
applied for. The Schools of 
Social Work and Physiotherapy 
were not granted money. ,

Utilitarian Education 

We are misguided if we think of one curriculum as 
being suitable to prepare men to be leaders, and of another 
as being suitable for specialists in techniques who are to 
be servants of the policy makers. Yet there are some who 
clamour.for a public service sort of institution, poking into 
the whole range of practical activity, carrying out indus- 
trial research, turning, out materialistic technicians, test- 
ing guided Tnissiles and missing^the guidance of intellectual 
development. To them thé university degree' is a sort^of 
union card. ' ' 

Experience in Canada disproves the efficiéncy of this 
view of higher education. The course of our technological 
development has been such that increa.singly. grave social 
responsibilities are falling upon the shoulders of technic- 
ally trained men. 

Dr. W. A. Mackintosh, vice-chancellor and principal of 
Queen's University, said in an address two years ago that 
Canada^s greatest need is for trained, educated persons of 
integrity. And Dr. E.W.R. Steacie, president of . the Na- 
tional Research Council, tolil the National Conference of 
Canadian Universities: "there is every reason to discour- 
age specialization which' la merely designed to enable the 
student to take his place in a given industry with a mi- 
nimum of delay." The necessary factual information can 
be picked up pn the job; what is wanted from the univer- 
sity is training in basic principles. . • 

The weight of authority, then, seems to say that there 
is no reason why the specialist should not be also an in- 
formed and cultivated citizen. Higher education will suffer 
an irreparable loss if it ceases to educate thé whole man 
and not merely his fingers for handling gadgets and his 
eye for reading charts and his mental capacity for inter- 
preting blue prints and slide rules. 

How sad .it is to see a technically-ti-aiiied man come 
along in his vocation to the point where he is called upon 
to make plans, to direct the work of men, and to put into 
words the visions he sees of improvement and advaticement 
in his craft — only to discover that he has not the back- 
ground or facility. He cannot relate the past to the present, 
he cannot draw out the most in efiort and interest in men! 
he cannot express .in a. con.structive and telling way the 
great thoughts that are in him. 
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*'Pardou me, is this seat taken?'*

IS CBC READY? 

• Though this column stamls in firm opposition to the lefs-kn'ock- 
• Canadian-television school , of destructive criticism, we nonetheless 
feel that some clarification of, recent events on 'the :network is in 
order. Since the CBC announced that four of the current General 
Motors series of hour-length dramas will be televized simultaneously 
to audiences south . of thé border, much premature, pride has bursts, 
from the breasts of a number .of our fellow citizens. We were iiite?^'' 
rested in ascertaining hoMr^mUch Justification there was for this 
•sprit dt corps and: contacted rMiss Pat Pearcë of the Montreal Star. 
In addition to^ supplying:viis with the advances from the States con- 
cerning the reception which Uhe Canadian shows are receiving, Miss 
Pearce added a brief resume of the goings-on among American critics 
-and spectators: "It's nothing to B*t txcltcd about". 

ThsFatrtot, which rcàchèa our nalghbours undar the title of 
"Encounter",, chose "Breakthrough", bv Donald Jack, as Hi calling- 
"•j" — ,•"«*, the Amerieani acknowledged receipt of the item bot 
did not laud IH pretence. New York'i William Ewald wrote: 'The 
opener wai a piece called 'Breakthrough' and it dealt with a let 
pilot who flew off into the wild blue yonder and atayed there for 
five^ montht. The flying saucer people, it seems, got him end I 
kind of wish they would leave us alone for a while". And this 
was 'the overall effect. 

It was a mistake to begin; with a script which adhered so closely 
, to what has already become trite in the United States. And, too, the 
very thmg which the American networks are supposedly looking 
for from local television is originality — the commercial clichés 
can be had by the barrelfuK The following conversation was over- 
heard at a party in Canada IJouse to celebrate the deal between 
CBC and ABC : "What- some of us want to see is will these Cana- 
j ^ PF**^"*^™' °y ' * ^°v"""^^"t-sponsored network (free of 

advertiser influence) show any greater artistic freedom for origina- 
lity than the New York or Hollyvvood product?" And, "Will they 
be paced rapidly enough or sophisticated enough for U. S. audien- 
ces 7 . . , -. 

I don't' think so. For when iponsors withdraw support of pro- 
grams like Kraft and Westlnghouw it doesn't appear likely that they 
will take up the Canadian cry. So far the criticel brickbats hurled 
at the local cameras hava far exceeded the roses. 

It must be mentioned, however, that most of the American 
producers have thrown in the sponge — a mark against the CBC 
over which they have no control. And this is readly explained:- 
sponsors seem determined to , stick to proven plot lines and styles 
— and in that respect film has many advantages, Whole série? can 
•be shot at once and detained for production many months hence ^ 
a saving of money, the word which is brandied about like a club 
in all of the advertising offices of the networks. , 

Too, many actors prefer filming. It means less rushing' across 
the continent (as Is the case with those who work a circuit of stage, 
film, end T. V.) and eliminates the strain of Hie live show.zCunnar 
Rughelm«r, CBC's Director of Sales, insists . however, ::Vthaf^:"Tha 
actor in the live show has a sens* of Immediacy whlehfKïfusuâlIy 
succeeds in communiceting to his audience in a way thaf^canhot be 
done by film". 

Whatever the. pros- and com may bë}— the bludgeonings 'of 
T. V.'s many headaches may prove too îhucli';f6r the Canadian net- 
work. In any case, that sort of -live- drama Is. on the decline — the 
old story of supply and demand.- In this case the product should 
be quality.

To pass a car, one must 
move at least six feet over the 
centre ot the road before seeing 
whether it is safe to pass. The . 
ciouthehi and central parts of Swe- 
den are extremely flat, and be- 
cause of this, at rush hours great 
numbers of bicycles and motor 
bikes are seen crowding the 
streets. ' '. 

Swedish is thè language of Swe- 
den, and only In the large cities, 
Stockholm (the capital ^- Gothen- 
berg, and Malms can . one ^et 
along with English alone.; Swedish 
Is not closely related to any lan- 
guage except Norwegian and Da- 
nish, makbig It difficult for non- 
Scandinavians to learn the langua- 
ge quickly. After I had been in 
Sweden just over three weeks, I 
thought I was really getting the 
bang of the language. Walking out 
of the cafeteria one day after 
lunch, I exclaimed, patting my sto- 
mach "Jag ar fuir', meaning to 
say "I am full". Suddenly every- 
one within earshot burst 'into laugh- 
ter. Upon inquiring i found that 
"drunk" is pronounced "full" In 
Swedish.

Demonstrate?

Do you think university student* should demonstriite to express 
their views if they feel they are not being treated properly? The 
malority of the students who were aslced answered the question — 
as it was worded — In the »«lrmatlve, but then proceeds^ to 
specify which types of demonstrations they felt would be {ustlfled. 

Almost all were prepared to see university studenU demonstrate 
in the manner of last year's walkout, that is peacefully, but demons- 
trations along the line of McGill's Infamous streetcar riot were 
opposed by a large tiiaiorlty. 

Most studonts were prepared to accept domonitratlons, properly 
•rganixed and peaceful, after the other methods of negotiation by 
student representativèa had failed. Some, however, had already 
conceded failure — In, the province of Quebec — through peaceful 
channels, and were QV«t» prepared to demonstrate forcefully «r to 
riot as the only remaining alternative way of achieving the desired 

goal. . . •, 

The question was intended to be vary general, but time and 
again the Issue of provincial grants and Quebec's refusal to allow 
Federal grants was raised. The sub|ect of reduced transportation 
fares for university students else aroused the Ire of many:

The second McGill Conference 
on World Affaira will be held oil 
the campus from November IZ to 
November 15. This year's topic 
. for discussion Is ''Canada's Rela- 
tions with the United States". 

The conference will be attend- 
ed by student delegates from 26 
Canadian and 14 American uni- 
versities. Last year's MCWA,' 
which considered "Some A^ects 
of Canadian Foreign Policy'V was 
attended only by Canadian deleg- 
ates. 

"The opening address Is to be 
delivered by Prof. Edgar Moln- 
nis. President of the Canadian! 
Institute of International Affairs, 
on the evening of November 12. 
Mt. Mclhnis, who was a professor 
in the Histonr Department of the 
University of Toronto from 1928 
to 1952, was a member of the 
Canadian delegation to the U.N. 
in 1952. He will give the deleg- 
ates a comprehensive Introduc- 
tion to the subject of the confer- 
ence, and will deal in general 
with all aspects of Canada's re- 
lations with the United States 
from the Canadian point of view. 

On the evening of November 
13, there will be a panel discuss-, 
ion on Canadian-U.S. relations in 
its political., economic, military, 
and cultural aspects.- This panel, 
to be chaired by J.R. Mallory, 
Associate Professor in the Mc- 
Gili Department of Economics 
and Political Science, will be 
composed of a journalist, an 
economist, a soldier, and a col- 
lege professor, each an author- 
ity on one of the four aspiects of 
the subject to.be considered at 
the conference. Panel members 
will be Raymond Danlell, Otta- 
wa correspondent of the New 
York Times; Victor Jackson, a 
Toronto economist; MajorXîen- 
eral W.H.a Macklin, Canadian 
Army retired; and Mason Wade, 
Director of Canadian studies at 
■ the University of Rochester.

The group.s 
will be chaired by members of 
the University faculty, who will 
be assisted and advised by rep- 
resentatives of the Department 
of External Affairs.
